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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of the subject application in view of the foregoing 
amendments and the following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 and 38-60 remain pending. Claims 1, 45, and 53 have been amended to clarify 
the temporal-based nature of the location information modified and stored as in the claimed 
subject matter. 

Claims 61-68 have been cancelled without prejudice and disclaimer in order to advance 
prosecution on the merits to a close and without acquiescing to the Examiner's rejections. The 
Examiner is requested to provide evidence supporting the statement that "it is the current policy 
of the United States Patent and Trademark Office that a computer program must be embodied in 
a tangible medium in order to realize the functionality of the computer program" as asserted by 
the Examiner in paragraph 1 8, page 8 of the instant Official Action. In view of the foregoing, 
withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection of claims 61-68 is deemed in order. 

Withdrawal of the rejection of claims 45-52 under 35 U.S.C. 101 is noted with 
appreciation. 

A Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.131 from each of the inventors, Chris McKay, James 
Douvikas, and Terry Sheehy, is being filed concurrently herewith. The Declarations and 
attached Exhibits prove a date of actual reduction to practice prior to the reference date of 
November 12, 1999 of the Elsev reference (U.S. Patent 6,870,921) and therefore the reference 
should be removed and rejections based thereon should be withdrawn. 

Wesinger. Jr. et al. (U.S. Patent 5,778,367) fails to anticipate amended claims 1, 38, 39, 45- 
47, 53-55, and 61-63 as Wesinger fails to include all elements of claim 1, either directly or 
inherently. Wesinger describes an automated on-line information service and directory; 
however, Wesinger fails to disclose the subject matter of amended claim 1 including among 
other things at least the step of "allowing the modification of temporary location information by 
the user in a plurality of fields and storing said location information including a validity time 
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period thereof." 

For at least the above reason, claims 1, 38, 39, 45-47, 53-55, and 61-63 are patentable over 
Wesinger and the rejection should be withdrawn. 

Claims 40-44, 48-52, and 56-60 are patentable over Wesinger in view of Elsev et al. (U.S. 
Patent 6,870,921) for at least the reasons advanced above with respect to the Wesinger reference. 

Further, in view of Applicants' concurrently submitted declaration under 37 C.F.R. 1.131 
regarding a reduction to practice of the present invention prior to November 12, 1999, the Elsev 
reference should be removed and rejections based thereon should be withdrawn. Accordingly, 
claims 40-44, 48-52, 56-60, and 64-68 are patentable over Wesinger in view of Elsev and the 
rejection should be withdrawn. 

All objections and rejections having been addressed, it is respectfully submitted that the 
present application should be in condition for allowance and a Notice to that effect is earnestly 
solicited.
